Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner telephoned Mr. Voeller to discuss Examiner's amendment to get the case in condition for allowance. The 
Examiner indicated that the product claims are allowable thus process claims would be rejoined. The nonelected 
species claim 34 would also be rejoined. The Examiner requested Mr. Voeller's authorization to delete the terms 
"eliminate, and or prevent," "intended to fight against" from claim 28. The term "intended to fight against" would be 
replaced with the term "to reduce". Mr. Voeller approved this amendment. The term "beforehand" from claims 22-23 
and 34 would be deleted. In claim 34, the term "active agent" would be replaced with "protein fragment" to follow the 
terminology of the amended claims. Mr. Voeller approved the Examiner's amendments.
